WATER WORKS SOLD. 


Issac Wilson and associates com- 
! plated a deal this week whereby they 
; transfer the property of the Hondo 
I Deep Well Co., a corporation supply­ 
ing the town with water, to the Cen- 
j tral H est H a te r & Power Company, 
a corporation operating under a New 
Jersey charter. 
The transfer was 
made through E. J. Crofoot for B. 
E. Buck man At Co. of Wisconson. 
Mr. Wilson Will continue as m ana­ 
ger temporarily, and wa are not in- 
formed as to the future plans of 
the new company. 
The terms are 
private. 
Th<< property transferred consists 
of two wells above 1500 feet deep. 
pump machinery, an elevated water 
tank and water mains over the town. 
I he Hondo Deep Well Company 
was organized by local capital about 
thirty years ago with a capital stock 
of $10,000. 
The first well wa.-> drill­ 
ed about 1899. 
About 1908, Issac 
Wilson acquired the Controling in­ 
terest in the stock and in 1910 the 
second well was drilled. 
The wells 
have always afforded an ample sup­ 
ply of good w ater for the needs of 
the town. 


A unique character will be missed 
from the streets of Hondo, where he 
has been a familiar figure for the 
passed ten or fifteen years. 
Dr. 
Thomas Shaw died at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Win. Eckhart, to which 
place he had been sent for better 
care and attention some ten days 
previous, Monday, December 2, 1929, 
at i o clock p. rn. 
He was buried 
the following day by direction of the 
county authorities. 
From 
the 
meager 
information 
available about his past, we learn 
that he was born in England March 
5, 1850. 
He came to American a 
good many years ago and came to 
this section from Corsicana about 27 
years ago. 
lie came from there with 
Mr. and Mrs. A rthur Jones and made 
his home with them at Uvalde for 
a number of years. 
From there he came to Hondo 
where he practiced his profession of 
Veterinary Surgeon until the decrep­ 
itudes of advoneing age left him 
with little strength to follow a pro­ 
fession that a motor-powered age has 
all but destroyed. He died in poverty, I 
though his last days were made as 
comfortable as possible through the 
ktiuiljf ministrations of Mr. and Mrs. 
Eckhart. 
So far as we know, this aged, 
lonely man was without family ties 
or relatives anywhere. 
He claimed 
a high education in his profession, 
holding degrees and fellowships, such 
as Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Veterinary Surgeons of England, to 
employ the greater part of the alpha­ 
bet to name them. 
In his day, Vet­ 
erinary medicine was held in high 
esteem in England. 
What tragedies 
may have shaped his life to end as 
it did, what romances may have 
flourished or have faded along his 
life’s journey, now lie buried with 
his dust— no one will ever know! 
If his friends were few his enemies 
among his acquaintances in Hondo 
were none. 
Surely no man can go 
hence with greater riches than the 
good opinion of those who know him 
bist. 
Peace to his ashes.

Potatoes may be stored in pits, out 
of doors, successfully if the pits are 
provided with good drainage and ven­ 
tilation and the potatoes are given 
such covering as will protect them 
from external heat and cold. 
For such a pit a well-drained site, 
or one which can be easily drained, 
is the first essential. 
In depth the 
excavation may be anywhere from 
practically nothing to two or more 
feet, but it is generally best not to 
excavate more than six inches. 
The 
pit should be long and narrow. 
The 
size to a certain extent, must depend 
upon the quantity of potatoes to be 
stored, but 
too 
large 
a 
quantity 
should never be stored in one pit. 
In preparing the pit a light layer 
of straw should be placed on the 
floor to keep the potatoes from com­ 
ing in direct contact with the soil, 
and some provision should be made 
for ventilation to permit the evapora­ 
tion of such moisture as may rise 
from the potatoes. 
The potatoes should be piled in a 
ridge, in the shape of an inverted V. 
This will expose a greater area of 
the pile to the circulation of air and 
wili shed rain much better, 
Covering the Potatoes 
To protect the potatoes from cold 
and heat, they should be covered 
with alternate layers of straw or hay 
and soil. 
The first layer should be straw or 
hay; the second should be just su f­ 
ficient soil to prevent injury to the 
potatoes by light or frost. 
This will 
quickly cool off the potatoes and 
free them from the moisture result­ 
ing fr rn the sweating process.

the temperature lowers, more hay or 
straw 
and 
another 
layer 
of 
soil 
shouid be added. 
The two layers of straw’ and two 
of soil will be sufficient protection 
except where the temperature drops 
to 20 degrees below zero, or lower, 
when an extra layer of each will be 
ne cs. ary.
